The National Disaster Medical System 
(NDMS) operates under the U.S. Public 
Health Service, and consists of Medical, 
military and amateur radio personnel. The 
system is designed to handle up to 100,000 
casualties from a major disaster. Two basic 
types of operations are provided: 1) mass 
evacuation of casualties from a disaster area; 
2) deployment of Disaster Medical Assis- 
tance Teams (DMAT) into a disaster area. 

Seventy one major cities in the United 
States have been designated “Reception Cen- 
ters’ forreceiving evacuated casualties. These 
are metropolitan areas that have extensive 
medical facilities available. Casualties are 
flown in via military transport planes, tri- 
aged at the airport by medical personnel, and 
assigned to hospitals that specialize in the 
type of treatments required, such as for burns 
or eye injuries. Amateur Radio has been 
assigned the responsibility to communicate 
to the hospitals, advising them that casual-

ties are enroute, the nature of their injuries, 
and to confirm their arrival. 

I had the pleasure of operating a24 man 
amateur radio net during the first major drill 
of the NDMS held in the United States. The 
drill participants included: 1 Reception Cen- 
ter at Philadelphia, PA; 40 Hospitals; 380 
casualties, simulated by U.S. Navy personnel; 
150 Amateur Radio operators; 12 two meter 
repeaters. The Amateur Radiooperators were 
required to have special training to interpret 
the medical information contained on the 
triage tags attached to each casualty, and to 
communicate this information to the hospi- 
tals. 

The National Disaster Medical System 
will also provide medical assistance by send- 
ing DMAT units from around the country 
into a disaster area to establish field hospi- 
tals. Amateur Radio operators are used to 
provide the communications for medical 
supply, patients transport requirements, etc. 
Teams such as these operated during the 
aftermath of Hurricane Andrew.

gram (Geoclock) that I ran across, that not 
only presented an identical display as the 
Geochron clock, but which was also capable 
of much, much more! Registered users (send 
author $$) get many additional features, 
including a dazzling full-color computer 
display of an EquiAzimuth map (exactly 
what Jake was searching for) centered on 
their QTH, and a call letter database that 
displays on the map the long and short path 
beam directions to the station that you key 
into the computer (JA3/IM above). 

The author of the program has donated 
to the station a full registered copy of his 
program. The problem to date ts that we have 
not had a fast-enough system on which to run 
it,anda VGA monitor on which to display it. 

But the program display is far too im- 
pressive to run on a standard 13" monitor 
built into the console. It really deserves to be 
displayed on a large screen in place of our

old, tired map! Rear-view projection, or 
direct presentation on a large video monitor 
now appear to be the direction we’d like to 
g0. 

A valuable side benefit of having this 
large computer display, would be that we’d 
also be able to redirect to this ‘main’ screen 
the video output from any of our present 
computers or our ATV system too! 

I’m presently searching for manufac- 
turers of these large monitors, hoping to find 
one which feels motivated to make such a 
donation. I’m also in touch with the pro- 
gram’s author, investigating the possibility 
of designing an interface (black-box) that 
will permit the antenna direction line to be 
driven by the output of our present rotator, in 
addition to the call letter database. 

And our resident nail-driver ( BBB) is 
Standing-by to perform any needed modifi- 
cations to our ‘wall’.

More on the 'TKQ map issue: 

As most of you know, Jake has been 
struggling with what to do to finish-off the 
central map display on the back wall above 
the console at ’TKQ. First a little bit of 
history. 

Back in 1962, when the sponsorship of 
W3TKQ was taken-over by Phil-Mont, a 
new enclosed station was built by W3BBB. 
On the back wall was displayed an Equal- 
Azimuth map of the world, centered on the 
Station. Behind the map was mounted a 
rotatable fluorescent tube, driven by aselsyn. 
A second selsyn was connected to the rotator 
atop the tower. The resulting effect was to 
highlight the map in the area toward which 
the beam was pointed. 

The map survived at least two subse- 
quent relocations of the station, and is still 


the central focus as our many visitors enter 
the station. The problems are that (1) the 30 
year old map is faded, and has a small 
window cut out of the lower left quadrant 
(where a digital clock was once located), and 
(2) the installation of the new beam and 
rotator eliminated the selsyn input atop the 
tower. The fluorescent lamp now just sort of 
points off into “‘never-never land.” 

Jake had originally thought of obtaining 
one of those Geochron clocks that we now- 
and-then see in catalogs and some specialty 
stores. The problem was that they cost al- 
most $1,500 and he couldn’t get the compa- 
ny to make a donation. (And when all that 
money 1s spent, all you have 1s a clock.)

FCC Sneaks Up on Employers 

Many employers have adjusted to having 
to monitor the Department of Labor and the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
for the steady stream of employment-related 
regulations impacting their business. Few, 
outside possibly the telecommunications in- 
dustry, pay much attention to the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC). Now, 
however, the FCC has managed to sneak upon 
employers with what appears to be an inade- 
quately publicized regulation impacting em- 
ployers with 20 or more employees effective 
May 1, 1993, and all employers by May 1, 
1994. 

The culprit is the Hearing Aid Compati- 
bility Act of 1988 which requires all tele- 
phones manufactured or sold in the United 
States after August 1989 to be hearing-aid 
compatible. In addition, the Act directed the 
FCC to issue regulations to ensure reasonable 
access to phone service for people with im- 
paired hearing. In response, the FCC issued 
regulations requiring phones to be hearing-aid 
compatible in public and semi-public areas by

effective dates in 1991 and 1992, and in all 
areas of the work place by 1993 and 1994, as 
described above. 

Most employers are aware that providing 
a hearing-aid compatible phone to hearing- 
impaired employees is a normal accommoda- 
tion under the Americans with Disabilities 
Act. Most do not realize, however, that the 
FCC regulations are about to require that all 
employer phones have this capacity. These 
regulations could be expensive for employers 
with telephones that predate the design chang- 
es required effective August 1989. At the time 
the Senate considered the Act in 1988, it 
estimated the cost toretrofit phones that are not 
properly equipped would be about $1.50. By 
the time the FCC was considering the regula- 
tions in 1992, estimates provided by interested 
parties ranged from $2.60 to $45.14 per phone. 

The FCC does not presently have an 
enforcement mechanism in place to oversee 
compliance with its order. It would appear that 
violations must be willful before the agency 
will consider levying possible fines or penal- 
lies.

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ed by the speakers. Although supplies were 
available in nearby areas, moving them to 
where they were needed was very difficult 
because of traffic and debris blocking the 
streets. The response of the country to the 
disaster was truly amazing. Almost imme- 
diately volunteer help of all sorts, as well as 
supplies, began to arrive in Miami. Initially 
the need for outside help was not recog- 
nized. It was three days before the confusion 
subsided and there was an appreciation of 
(he magnitude of the disaster. Then the need 
for massive help was recognized. How to use 
this help was a real challenge as it had not 
been planned for in advance.

The overwhelming need for communi- 
cations in a disaster cannot be totally satis- 
fied by the public utilities or public services. 
This was realized as Amateur Radio quickly 
mobilized to provide communications in all 
phases of the disaster, from assessment to 
supporting deployed medical teams and Red 
Cross shelters. 

To better utilize Amateur Radio opera- 
tors from outside the stricken area, making 
use ofa “jump team” concept was discussed. 
In this approach pre-arranged teams would 
be scheduled to provide non-overlapping 
assistance, thus assuring Continuous avail- 
ability of communications over an extended 
period.

The experience gained from hurricane 
Andrew was reported on at the Miami Ham- 
boree, Saturday, February 6, 1993 by Joel 
Kandel KI4T, ARRL Public Service Adviso- 
ry Committee; Michael Riley KX1B, Disas- 
ter Communications Coordinator, Ameri- 
can Red Cross, Washington D.C.; Rick Palm 
KICE, ARRL Field Services Manager; and 
others. 

Although there had been prior disaster 
preparation and planning, no one was pre- 
pared for the magnitude of force and destruc- 
tion brought on by Andrew. Even with Dade 
county’s emergency communications sys- 
tem of 29 receiver sites, 9 transmitter sites 
(and 5 sites south of Dade county) and 
interconnecting microwave links, commu- 
nications were so badly disrupted it was 
difficult to quickly determine the extent of 
damage. In retrospect their opinion was that 
dependence on fixed sites to support emer-

gency communications was probably a mis- 
take. 

It was noted that the commercial tele- 
phone system, including cellular phones, 
was pretty useless for the first week after 
Andrew struck because of damage to substa- 
tions. By the second week cellular phones 
were up, but totally overloaded with non- 
emergency public traffic. Landline phones 
in some areas were still not working by the 
end of week three. Those that did [work] 
were also overloaded. Generally, not much 
good was reported on the telephone compa- 
ny’s emergency response or support. On the 
other hand, Motorola and General Electric 
were extremely responsive, providing equip- 
ment on loan, raising temporary antennas 
for the County, and providing crews. Tem- 
porary antennas were also raised using Fire 
Department ladder trucks!
